AVE. you ever seen « ceaum strug: 
ling at the edge of a mud hole 
trying to shake a heavuy swaded 

' wagon and wondered how much 
more of a horse it takes to pull under 
such circumstances than it would if 
the wheels were up on level mvuna? 
EB. V¥. Collins, engineer at the lowa 
station, wondered about the same 
things for .years.. Tt wasn’t hard for 
him to make a pretty safe guess that 


it would take more than a tiny shet- 


land pony to pull a wagon out of soft 
dirt with the wheels down to the hub, 
but the thing that worried him was 
hew much more “ horse” doés it take 
to pull a load over a dirt road than it 
does on a concrete highway,..so he 
rigged up a2 testing apparatus that told 
the story. 


Pein this device he was able to show 
t 
a tractive pull of 2,000 pounds; or 
enough to lift.a ton vertically, but 
such a pull is not needed in hauling 
over coficrete surfaced highways. On 
a concrete road the amount of pull re- 
quired to start a farm wagon weighing 
with its load, more than 7,700 pounds, 
was only 125 pounds. 
— - 

The test also showed that to start 
the same load on a good brick road 
required a pull of 200 pouads,. while 
300 pounds are required on an asphalt 
surface, and 250 pounds on a good dirt 
and cinder surface.
